The introduction of the nmbrelln in
wome places has boen regarded of suffl-
olont importance to be inoladed in the
loeal nunals, About 1780 & rod Leghorn
mmbrells was introdoeed into  Bristol,
and it erented gquoito s sensation in the
eity. It was about the snme piriod that
oy mnbrolln war firgt carried in the
strodts of Stamford, Lincolnshive. 1%
was of Chilnoso mnnufactore and was
brought to Stumford from Cilasgow,
Mre. Stovkdule, in 1770, is recorded to
have bronght from the island of CGra-
pailn, in the West Indies, the first wm-
brelln goon in Cartmel, Lancoashive,

In 1770 Dr. Bpeng, 0 popular physi.
cian, enrried ao umbrelln in the stroets
of Edinburgh, and he is credited with
introduciog it into the Scottish enpital.
dohin Jumeson, o Glusgow surgeon, vis-
fted  Puris about 1781 or 1782 and
bronght hack with him an ambrells,
which was tho first seen in Glasgow,
where it wttrnoted unvesnnl attention.
Willinm Svmington was the first per-
son Lo oarry nn umbrelin in Palsloy,
